tous of an approaching struggle in Europe bo- 
tweeu the Uispublicaii masses, for constitution- 
al governments, on tliu one side, and thu ad- 
vocates of monarchy, for absolute govern- 
ments, on thu other; and whereas it prcssing- 
ly behooves the representatives of tliu Ameri- 
can pcopju.atul of thu united sovereign States 
of America, to seriously consider, and betimes 
to inquire into thu relation of thu government 
nnd country to this struggle, and ihuir duty, 
in view of it to themselves, to foreign nations, 
and tho international law ; therefore, 


lie it resolved, That Iho committee on 


foreign relations bo instructed to inquire into 
and report upon tho expediency of an open 
declaration b) congress to foreign nations anil
